Life on the Planets. 

The possible existence of life on 
| the planets is discussed in the “Jour- 
| nal of the Royal Astronomical So- 
| ciety of Canada” by Professor R. G. 
| Aitken of the Lick Uvservatory, who 


summarizes the latest conclusions of 
astronomers upon this question. Pro- 
fessor Aitken considers that the, ex- 
istence of a high form of life on the 
moon, Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Ura- 
nas or Neptune is extremely improb- 
able. Although Venus greatly resem- 
bles the earth, it is generally believed 
| by astronomers that the day and the 
year of the planet are of equal dura- 
tion. In that case no life can exist 
|upon it. Concerning Mars, Professor 
Aitken says that “astronomers are not 
agreed as to whyther the much-dis- 
cussed markings are canals or merely 
| earthquake cracks. There are no 
| permanent bodies of water on the 
| planet.. The best that can be said is 
that although the,temperature on 
Mars is very low, ther? may be on the 
planet, to a limited extent, the con- 
ditions essential to life; probably only 
Vegetable and low-order animal life, 
but no beings of intelligence.”
